I  recall  the  thrill  which  I  experienced  when  as  a  beginning  4-H  Club 
member,  I  received  a  ribbon  as  my  first  awa^rd  on  my  project  eDdnibits,  but  this 
thrill  did  not  compare  'in  the  least' to  the  joy  and  satisfaction  I  have  since 
gained  from  the  achievements  made  by  the 'members ,  of  the  4-H  Club,  pf  which  I 
have  been  the  leader. 

The  history  of  4-H  Club  work  in  our  com ty  and  state  illustrates  how  club 
Work  is  developing  1  eaders  from  its  own  ranks.  It  is  training  the  farm  boys  and 
girls  to  ass'ume  the  responsibility  of  4~H  Club  leadership,  and  thus  to  guide  other 
boys  and  girls  to  worthwhile  achievements. 

Leadership  begins  in  the  home.  It  "is  here  throu^  experience  that  we  learn 
the  lessons  which  will  help  to  make  us  leaders  of  value  to  our  community.  Throu^ 
the  4-H  Club  projects  an  ideal  comrekddship  is  formed’;  between  mother  and  dau^ter 
or  father  and  son,  thus  brining"  the  parents  and  children  closer  together  in  a 
common  interest*  I  truly  believe  that  every  club  nanber  needs  the  cooperation  of 
his  parents  in  order  to  derive  the  greatest  banofit  from  club  work. 

But  when  one  becomes  the  local  leader  of  a  4-H  Club,  his  interests  ajre  not 
only  in  his  own  home,  but  reach  into  the  homes  ,  of  all  boys  and  ^rls  iii  the  entire 
community.  Leadership  develops  many  qualities  which  make  one  a  better  son  or 
doubter  as  well  as  r  a 'laore  useful  citizen. 

To  me,  the  most  interesting  project  that  I  have  carried  on  is  one  v/liich 
in  our  state  is  known  as  Junior  Leadership,  4-H  Club  camps  and  training  schools 
help  to  give  us  new  ideas,  inspiration  and  training  in  the  handling  of  sgroups  of 
young  folks. 

A  good  4-H  Club  leader  is  inclined  to  forget  himself  in  liis  interest  in 
others.  He  has  confidence  in  himself  and  instills  confidence  in  the  members  of 
his  club.  He  has  a  plan  of  what  he  wants  to  do  and  puts  his  best  effort  into 
acconpli shing  it.  He  is  always  ready  with  a  word  of  .encoiiragement  aiid  never  lets 
small  fail-ures  discourage  him.  But  for  him  to  have  these  qualities  is  not  enou^. 

He  has  assumed  the  job  of  training  boys  and  ^rls  who  will  be  our  citizens  of  to¬ 
morrow,  and  he  must  encourage  the  development  of  these  qualities  in  them. 

Club  monbers  want  to  learn  the  better  ways  of  doing  things  on  the  form  and 
in  the  home  and  this  knowledge  is  ^ined  throu^  their  4-H  Club  projects.  The 
leader  ^ves  them  instructions  and  they  are  responsible  for  carrying  them  out. 

In  jud^ng  contests,  they  are  tau^t  to  judge  live  stock,  farm  crops,  garments, 
food  products  or  poultry,  wMch  helps  them  to  think  quickly  and  to  make  decisions, 
Throu^  contests  and  exhibits  they  are  tau^t  good  sport smansliip.  I  thiiilc  there 
is  nothing  finer  than  to  see  a  good  loser  lose  without  whining  and  a  cham;pion  mn 
without  bragging, 
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Initiative  and  resourcefalness  riast  "be  developed^  and  this  nay  he  done 
throu^  pahlic  denon strati o ns,  patting  up  exhibit  booths,  or  working  to  obtain 
sone  nuch  desired  goal..'  I  Icnow  a  boy  arid  girl  in  conxiunity  whose  4-H  club 
work  nade  it  possible  for  then  to  obtain  their  nmjh  desired  msi'c  lessons,  in 
spite  of  the  depression.  The  boy  plan'ted  and  tended  a  4~H  Club  gaj'den,  and  his 
sister  canned  the  vegetables  which  he  produced,  then  they  exchanged  the  conned 
goods  for  their  msic  lessons.  Don*t  you  think  this  boy  and  ^rl  'showed  their 
resourcefulness? 

Then,  too,  4-H  Club  work  teaches  us  unselfishness  and  loyalty  to  our  hone. 
As  a  result  of  "this  training,  4-H  Club  nkibers  learn  the  love  of  hone  and  they 
v/ork  for  the  best  interests  of  their'hone  and  of  their  nei^borhood* 

I  want  you  all  to  know  that  4-H  Club  work  in  our  co'unty  has  for  nany 
years  been  carried  on  with  the  help  of  our  County  Extension  Agents.  Cur  state 
club  leaders  at  the  State  Agricultural'  College  ha,ve  planned  and  directed  the  work 
in  our  state.  And  then  our  fathers  and  nathers,  by  their  interest  and  encoura.ge- 
nent,  have  nade  it  possible  for  us  as  club  nenbers  and '  club  1  eader  s  to  achieve 
the  results  which  have  been  acconpli  shed,
